4. A representative of Coal India Ltd, Calcutta. 

!. A representative of the Ministry of Railways. 

6. A representative each from Eastern Coal fields. Western 
Coal fields, Central Coal fields and Bharat Coking 
Coal Ltd, 

7. A representative of each of the Steel Plants including 
TTSOO and 1IS(X). 

8. Coal Controller or his representative. 

9. Director, Department of Coal ... , Convenor. 

2. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
follows : 

(i) To review periodically the coking coal requirements 
of tho existing steel plants and other users of coking 
coal and establishing rational linkages with collieries 
and washeries. 

(ii) To examine periodically the extent to which the 
linkages already estahlished between the washeries 
collieries and steel plants are being observed and 
to suggest steps necessary for their proper observance 
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(ill) To examine all matters that may be referred to the 
Cdramittee by steel plants and coal industry resard- 
m# chanfie in the linkafics, etc, 

(iv) To examine establishinfi new sources for supply of 
coking coal to steel plants to meet their requirements 

3. The Committee should normally meet once in three 
months The Department of Coal will provide the icquircd 
sccnetanat assistance to the Committee. 

4. The Coal Controller will continue to draw up the 
monthly allocation under the guidelines and overall programme 
decided by the Standing Lmkage Committee.
